EDITORIAL 


The postpon emen t of a showd own in the In itod Nation s 
over the $52.6 million owed by the U.S.S.R. is a little like d oc­ 
tors callin g off a sched uled operation at the last min ute—an 
operation that might very well kill the patien t—in hopes of fin d ­ 
in g a less rad ical method of treatmen t. 
The surgery specified by the I .V charter, removal of 
Russia’s vote in the Gen eral Assembly, is in d eed serious to 
con template. Russia is n ot the on ly n ation wishin g to avoid it. 
though its con cern is motivated less by thoughts of the welfare 
of the organ ization than by the humiliation of bein g in ter­ 
n ation ally blackballed . 
The Un ited States, which has been the power behin d the 
d rive to force the Russian s to pay up. realizes that n either it 
n or the world has an ythin g to gain by such humiliation . For­ 
tun ately, the Soviets seem to be begin n in g to realize that their 
ad aman t stan d is on in creasin gly shaky groun d , especially sin ce 
the World Court removed the last legal foun d ation . 
Fron t the Russian poin t of view, they are bein g forced to 
con template payin g out good rubles as their share of L’.N. 
peacekeepin g costs in the Mid d le East, the Con go an d other 
places where, if they d id n ot actually spen d man y other rubles 
helpin g fomen t the troubles in the first place, they hoped to 
profit from them. 
This is n ot the first time the Soviets have worked outsid e 
the U.N. to frustrate its objectives (sen d in g arms to the Red 
Chin ese to aid their U.N.-bran d ed aggression in Korea, for 
example). But it will be the first time they have been called 
upon to pax at both en d s. 
Sin ce surgerv is out. some kin d of easily swallowed med i­ 
cin e will have to be con cocted —some sort of face-savin g com­ 
promise which will satisfy n either the Commun ists n or hard ­ 
lin e an ti-Commun ists. but which will at least result in some 
cash from the Kremlin in gettin g the U.N. over an other crisis. 
It should be remembered that a few other n ation s, in clud ­ 
in g Fran ce an d Nation alist Chin a, have also refused to pay 
varyin g amoun ts of special assessmen ts for varyin g reason s. 
Whatever the U.S. in sists on as sauce for the Commun ist goose 
must fairly be sauce for an y n on -Commun ist gan d ers. 
It is also con ceivable that the Un ited States may somed ay 
fin d itself on the wron g sid e of the U.N. charter an d facin g a 
jury of in tern ation al d octors. That is why the pill prescribed 
for the Russian ailmen t tod av must n ot be tin» bitter. 


Man y American s seem to be frustrated by our in ability to 
lick commun ism overn ight. 
Man y others, however, have foun d a simple, person al, sig­ 
n ifican t way in which they can shape the future of the world — 
by supportin g volun tary foreign aid organ ization s, like CARE, 
Co-operative for American Relief Everywhere, which arc in ­ 
fluen cin g the lives of million s aroun d the globe. 
In the case of CARE, each d ollar boys a specific amoun t 
of food (27 poun d s) an d the d on or frequen tly receives a letter 
of than ks from the in d ivid ual or family overseas who get the 
package. That’s person al. 
There can be n o “ rollback” of commun ism un til we beat 
hun ger an d ign oran ce, in which commun ism breed s best. 
Hun ger an d ign oran ce go han d in han d . In In d ia, for ex­ 
ample. the most crucial food area in the world . CARE is at­ 
temptin g to chan ge a vicious situation . Child ren often skip 
school to scaven ge for scraps of food . 
By provid in g lun ches in school—for seven million child ren a 
d ay curren tly—CARE is creatin g a situation where paren ts see 
that their child ren atten d . Not on lv are thev exposed to learn ­ 
in g, but they are better able to stud y because of bein g fed . 
The organ ization plan s to help feed .‘J7.7 million people in .'>1 
coun tries over the n ext year. Except for three special areas in 
Europe, this aid will be con cen trated in the d evelopin g n ation s 
of Africa. Asia an d Latin America. 
More than 1.6 billion poun d s of food . d on ated bv the U.S. 
govern men t as Food for Peace, will form the main stay of these 
programs. The govern men ts of 26 coun tries will pay all or part 
of the costs of tran sportin g the food . Fun d s for the rest must 
come from volun tary con tribution s. 
While SI buys a 27-poun d package of food , $2 will buy 
en ough seed to raise l.IKHi poun d s of vegetables. Calculatin g how 
much food or seed can be bought with greater amoun ts of mon ­ 
ey is a simple exercise in arithmetic—an d compassion .
